Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-8, in the reply filed on 
7/8/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the two inventions are 
not distinct and because the subcombination does not have separate utility.

of- Claims 1-Jare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bremm. 

Bremm disclose a flexible, inelastic strap having a first end and second end (fig. 
1), and having a fixed loop formed in the flexible strap at the first end (29), a connector 
assembly comprising a movable member configured for positioning along the length of 
the strap (30), and a fixed member that is attached to the second end of the strap (38), 
wherein the connector has a connected configuration wherein the movable member and 
the fixed member are releasably connected, thereby forming a second loop in the 
flexible strap approximate the second end of the strap, and a disconnected 
configuration wherein the movable member and the fixed member are not connected 

(fig. 4). 

As for claims. 2 further disclose 8 feet to 12 feet (fig. 3), 1 .5 inches to 4 inches 
(fig. 3), 14 inches to 18 inches (fig. 3), a snap buckle (fig. 4). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Beauchamp, Dixon, and Albanese disclose a strap having a fixed 
loop on one end, and moveable snap buckle on the other.
